Twenty-eight  inspections  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
elementary  schools  were  made  in  connection  with  the  annual  cleansing.

Child  Welfare  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress.  There  have 
been  no  new  "developments  in  the  work,  chiefly  on  account  of  the 
necessity  for  economy  in  administration. 

The  amount  of  ante  natal  work  has  fallen  slightly  because  of 
the  reduction  in  the  number  of  maternity  beds  in  the  lying-in  wards  at 
the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  and  the  corresponding  lessened 
number  of  patients  applying  for  admission.  A  study  of  the  Infant 
Mortality  Table  shows  that  nearly  half  of  these  deaths  are  brought 
about  by  conditions  operating  during  the  pregnancy  of  the  mother. 
Efforts  might  usefully  be  made  during  the  coming  year  to  counteract 
this  by  bringing  about  closer  co-operation  between  the  Medical  Officer 
and  the  Midwives  practising  in  the  area,  and  I  think  this  can  be  done 
at  a  comparatively  low  cost. 

The  “Centre”  continues  to  do  good  work,  and  is  becoming  a  real 
“Centre”  of  education  and  assistance  to  mothers.  Its  attractions  are 
undoubtedly  increased  by  the  invaluable  aid  afforded  by  the  voluntary 
lady  helpers,  to  whom  I  wish  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  during  1928. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  been  interfered  with  considerably 
by  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  throughout  the  year.  As  I  have 
mentioned  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  school  closure  has  not  always 
been  effectual  in  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease.  In  the  early 
part  of  the  year  closure  of  schools  in  which  the  disease  was  prevalent 
appeared  to  have  practically  no  effect,  but  in  the  late  autumn  the 
results  were  very  much  more  satisfactory  fin  two  or  three  schools 
which  were  closed  at  that  time.  At  the  turn  of  the  year  the  number 
of  cases  had  dropped  very  considerably  in  consequence. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  tables  required  by  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  it  will  be  noticed  that  I  have  included  in  the  report  one  or  two 
others,  made  more  applicable  to  our  area,  setting  forth  the  work' done 
in  somewhat  greater  detail. 

Dental  Treatment. 

May  I  draw  your  attention  in  particular  to  the  tables  dealing 
with  the  treatment  of  dental  defects?  It  may  be  useful  to  point  out 
that  the  treatment  given  to  decayed  teeth  amongst  elementary  school 
children  is  still  deplorably  scanty.  Hitherto  parents  have  been 
dependent  almost  entirely  upon  their  own  resources  for  the  provision 
of  this  kind  of  treatment,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that  in 
the  vast  majority  of  instances  the  lack  of  treatment  or  its  inadequacy 
is  entirely  the  result  of  the  inability  of  parents  in  Winchester  to  meet 
its  cost.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  in  the  table  that  only 
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5  children  (or  3%)  have  received  treatment  which  is  at  all  satisfactory, 
whilst  only  36  (or  24%)  have  received  treatment  of  any  kind.  Even 
then,  the  latter  in  most  cases  has  been  quite  perfunctory  and  incom¬ 
plete.  Moreover,  these  figures  put  a  better  complexion  on  the  position 
than  is  warranted,  since  they  refer  only  to  those  children  to  whose 
parents  recommendations  have  been  made  for  treatment ;  they  do  not 
include  a  considerably  larger  number  of  whom  experience  has  shown  it 
to  be  quite  useless  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  Nurses  to  suggest 
treatment,  as  there  is  no  hope  of  their  suggestions  being  carried  out, 
on  account  of  the  lack  of  interest  and  the  lack  of  means  of  the  parents. 
The  principle  of  the  adoption  of  a  scheme  for  the  Dental  Treatment 
of  school  children  in  Winchester  was  approved  nearly  3  years  ago,  and 
the  Joint  Scheme  then  drawn  up  would  have  been  now  in  operation  if 
the  County  Council  had  not  at  the  last  moment  refused  to  go  on  with 
it.  May  I  strongly  urge,  therefore,  than  an  effort  be  made  during  the 
present  year  to  put  into  operation  a  scheme  of  Dental  Treatment, 
either  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Education  Authority  or 
jointly  with  the  County  Council  ?  I  think  the  former  plan  is  prefer¬ 
able,  and  I  have  reason  to  know  that  facilities  in  the  way  of  a  dentist 
are  available  locally.  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  the  provision  of 
Dental  Treatment  serves  the  purpose  not  only  of  ameliorating  condi¬ 
tions  which  are  urgently  in  need  of  attention,  but  has  great  educational 
value  (especially  when  combined  with  lectures  to  parents  and  children) 
in  impressing  the  public  with  the  importance  of  attention  to  these 
matters. 

As  regards  results,  the  following,  which  occurs  in  the  latest 
Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  is  an 
authoritative  announcement: — 

“  Where  no  Dental  Treatment  is  available  the  teeth  of 
70  or  80%  of  the  school  children  show  definite  decay  with  a 
greater  or  less  degree  of  Oral  Sepsis  and  its  pernicious  effects. 

“  Where  action  has  been  taken  the  figures  fall  to  40  or  50%. 
Where  a  vigorous  and  well  organised  system  of  Dental  Inspection 
and  Treatment  is  undertaken  (even  though  it  be  not  complete  as 
regards  all  ages  and  groups  of  children)  Oral  Sepsis  is  steadily 
reduced  or  abolished  and  the  children  leave  school  with  sound 
teeth  and  correspondingly  better  health.” 
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Finally  may  I  mention  what  is  being  done  in  other  districts  in 
the  surrounding  Southern  Counties?  In  Non-county  Boroughs  and 
Urban  Districts  comparable  to  Winchester  in  the  Counties  of  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Surrey,  Sussex,  Wiltshire,  and  Berkshire,  seven  have  in  operation 
dental  clinics  and  four  have  none.  The  Counties  of  Surrey,  East 
Sussex,  West  Sussex,  Dorset,  and  Wiltshire  all  provide  Dental  Treat¬ 
ment  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  within  their  boundaries. 
Hampshire  and  Berkshire  provide  none. 

Class  for  Backward  Children. 

An  important  development  which  has  occurred  during  the  year 
has  been  the  provision  of  the  classes  for  “  backward  ”  children.  I 
have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  investigating  the  effect  of  the  more 
specialised  instruction  provided,  but  I  hope  to  be  able  to  go  into  the 
matter  during  the  coming  year. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

Another  interesting  departure  took  place  within  the  last  three 
or  four  weeks  of  the  year  in  the  voluntary  provision  of  meals  by  the 
Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  in  connection  with  St.  Peter’s  Schools. 
The  co-operation  of  the  Winchester  School  Children’s  Care  Committee 
was  invited  by  this  body,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  some  60  children 
were  receiving  dinners.  The  subject  of  the  nutrition  of  the  Win¬ 
chester  school  children  has  engaged  my  attention  regularly  for  the 
last  five  years,  and  as  considerable  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the 
necessity  for  provision  of  the  above  kind,  I  am  at  the  present  moment 
carrying  out  a  systematic  survey  of  all  the  children  in  our  schools  as 
to  their  nutritional  state.  I  hope  to  present  a  report  on  the  subject  to 
you  in  the  early  part  of  this  year.  The  benefit  that  has  accrued  to  the 
children  referred  to,  and  also  to  those  who  have  during  the  past  year 
received  milk  daily  from  the  Care  Committee,  is  indisputable  and  is 
obvious  to  all  who  are  acquainted  with  the  circumstances. 

Remedial  Exercises. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Care  Committee  have  lately  placed 
Winchester  parents  under  further  obligation  to  them  by  the  institution 
of  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic  which  was  equipped  and  put  into  operation  at 
mid-summer.  They  have  been  extremely  fortunate  to  secure  the 
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valuable  assistance  of  a  specially  trained  skilled  instructor  in  Froken 
Caning.  In  this  work  Froken  Caning  is  actively  supported  by  Mr. 
Barker  who  is  a  registered  member  of  the  Chartered  Society  of 
Massage  and  Medical  Gymnastics  (Lond.).  Their  united  efforts  have 
resulted  in  conferring  very  great  benefits  on  the  children  dealt  with, 
obvious  to  all  of  us  associated  with  this  happy  development.  The 
children  attending  the  class  pay  a  charge  of  Id.  per  child  per  session, 
which  sum  goes  to  the  funds  of  the  Care  Committee.  The  class  has 
become  extremely  popular  and  it  is  most  refreshing  to  notice  the 
enthusiasm  which  these  crippled  children  display  in  carrying  out 
their  exercises.  I  am  quite  sure  that  if  the  Members  of  the  Education 
Committee  were  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  work  done  here  by 
calling  at  the  Clinic — in  the  Health  Department — whilst  the  children 
in  the  class  are  doing  their  exercises,  they  would  be  as  enthusiastic  in 
its  support  as  everybody  else  is  who  has  seen  them  at  work.
